BKEHON LAW COMMISSIONERS. 


May it please Your Excellency, 

We beg to state for Your Excellency's information, that, since the date 
of our last Report, the work of preparing the remaining portion of the Brehon 
Laws for publication' has been industriously prosecuted on the plan already 
laid down. The preparation bf the text and translation has been steadily 
continued, and, concurrently with this, the materials for the glossary of 
technical and other obscure terms have been accumulated. The J’ifth Volume 
will, we have every reason to expect, be entirely printed before April, 1890, and 
the whole work will be ready for issue in about two years from the present time. 

The suggestion formerly made that Volumes V. and VI. should be issued 
separately has been recently repeated. But we regard ourselves as virtually 
under an engagement to the Editor that they should appear simultaneously, 
and we still think that arrangement the most desirable one. It is in. the 
glossary, which will form the largest part of the Sixth Volume, that the Editor’s 
comments on, and explanations of, difficult portions of the text will be 
embodied, and it appears to us both just and convenient, that the whole of his 
work should be submitted at one and the same time to the examination of 
Celtic Scholars at home and abroad. - ;:| A '
